ahead caused the passenger train to 
halt 
As soon as it had come to a stop 
thirty 
or 
forty

while in the distance on 
a crest of hills appeared several hun ¬ 
dred mounted men 
All 
were Vil 
listas 
The 
Mexicans 
boarded the 
train and ordered 
the 
gringos

they appeared

the whole crowd of passengers was 
dazed
